Sin,—I observe in your issue of yester- 
day the 3rd instant, a paragraph announcing 
that a telegram has been received saying 
that Mr Blaine has been chosen Vice- 
President. Ido not. think it possiblo-for 
this fo be true for abveral reasons, 

1. There is no provision in the Consti- 
tution of the United States for filling the 
oftice of Vice-President in such a case ex- 
copt by a general election by the people, 
which could not have been held. cy 

2, The’ Constitution provides..that. the 
Senate shall choose a President pro tempore, 
in the absence of: the Vice-President or 
when he shall exercise the office of President, 

The right, of solection of a President pro 
tempore of the Senate has alwnya been con- 
strued by the Senate, as shown in its 
practice, as limiting their choice to some 
member of its body, just aa in choosing a 
speaker of the House of Representatives, 

‘ow, ot the latest dates from the United 
States, Mr Blaitic was Secretary of State, 
not a member of the Senate.’ The Sonate 
was not in session, but could be convened 
in extra session by the President, but there 
waa “no. vacanéy in the representation : of 
Maine in the Senate.
